“We, the committee, are 
dissatisfied with the results 
of our negotiations,” Dre-

Guest speaker will be the 
Rev. Francis Geddes, pastor of 
San _ Francisco’s Fellowship 
Church and a noted freedom 
rider. His subject is “Freedom 
Now: American Dilemma Re- 
visited.” 

The panel to discuss the civil 
rights question as related to 
Woodside and Portola Valley 
includes: Dr. Leroy Lucas, 
president of the Palo Alto- 
Stanford Chapter of the 
lo- 
cal real estate man; Joseph B. 
Williams, San Francisco attor- 
ney and vice-president of the 
San Francisco NAACP; Edward 
Howden, state chairman of the 
California Fair Employment 
Practices Commission; and 


}Ricahd Stannard, local news- 
| paperman. 


Moderator will be Philip A. 


| Barrett, president of the Por- 


tola Valley - Woodside Demo- 
cratic Club. 

Specially invited are mem- 
bers of the East Palo Alto Dem- 
ocratic Club, Menlo-Atherton 
Young Republicans, Menlo- 
Atherton Democratic Club, and 
the Palo Alto-Stanford Branch 
of the NAACP. 
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statement. “We are now 
planning policy in regards to 
possible future action in this 
matter.” 

Dremann, who shares the 
chairmanship with attorney 
Harry Bremond, said he could 
not say what type of action 
might be involved until more 
committee meetings are held. 

However, alternatives such 
as boycott, picketing and se- 
lective buying were discussed 
when the South San Mateo 
County chapter of the NAACP 
met recently to form ‘‘action” 
committees on housing, em- 
ployment and education. 

Dremann said the chapter 
was particularly interested in 
determining if the chain was 
considering the hiring of Neg- 
ro employees for its store at 
812 Willow Road which draws 
some customers from the Belle 
Haven area. 

Dremann also said _ that 
three Negroes have been em- 
ployed by Littleman’s Mar- 
ket in East Palo Alto. The 
committee learned, in talks 
with management, that the 
company had been seeking a 
qualified Negro retail clerk 
before the talks were held. 
The NAACP official also an- 

nounced that an advisory com- 
mittee will be formed to coor- 
dinate activities of the South 
county chapter, Palo Alto-Stan- 
ford chapter and CORE (Con- 
gress of Racial Equality). Two 
members from each organiza- 
tion will be appointed and will 
meet regularly, he said. 

The local NAACP chapter’s 
housing committee, meeting in 
the home of Mrs. Glenda Fors- 
berg in East Palo Alto last Fri- 
day, reviewed the new state 
fair housing law and charted 
action to implement it, Mrs. 
Forsberg said this week. 

Some 20 persons attended 
and signed up for sub-commit- 
tee assignments, she said. 

Co-chairmen are Solomon 
Smith of Redwood City and 
James Madison of Menlo 
Park. Two sub-committees 
will work with prospective 
buyers and sellers of “open” 
housing and a third will at 
tempt to study racial pat- 
terns in housing. 

The area of study for the 
third committee was listed as 
Menlo Park, East Palo Alto, 
Atherton, Redwood City, San 
Carlos and Belmont. 


City Council 
Accepts New 
Rec Building 


The new Menlo Park Recre- 
ation Center, accepted by the 
Menlo Park City Council Tues- 
day night as substantially com- 
plete, will be the scene of offi- 
cial dedication ceremonies on 
Saturday, Aug. 10. 

City Manager John R. John- 
son said that the traditional 
ribbon will be cut at 10 a.m. 
that morning. 

Then open house will be held 
from 10 to 4 p.m. with a sec- 
ond open house to follow on 
Sunday from noon until 5 p.m. 

“We are inviting all of the 
residents of Menlo Park to 
come—especially those who 
played a big part in the ef- 
fort to get the building,” 
Johnson said. 

Councilman James Calloway 
made the motion to accept. The 
action had been recommended 
by architect Kingsford Jones 
| who noted that all but a few 
details of construction were 
finished. 

Johnson said that furnishing 
the building should be com- 
pleted by the dedication date.

Bonde said that he certainly 
wasn’t in favor of stripping 
Menlo Park of foliage. The 
heavy growth of shrubs and 
trees in yards is one of the 
city’s features, he said. 

But the ordinance does not 
properly distinguish between 
private and public nuisances, | 
he said, and a study of its re-| 
vision might be in order. | 

Jorgenson suggested that he 
meet with Baruh and point out | 
the city council’s feelings re- 
garding enforcement of the} 
ordinances. “Perhaps we can| &% 
get his compliance administra- 
tively,” he said. 

The council agreed to this 
course of action. And they also 
agreed to schedule the ordi- 
nance involved for possible re- 
vision. A public hearing will 
be held if this is done, they 
said.

City Continues Row House’ Fight 


‘Little 
Hope’ 
Is Seen 


Hillpark Homes of Los Altos 
has captured another victory in 
the battle over plans to create 
a “row house” garden apart- 
ment area on the Roger Rey- 
olds nursery property property 
just north of Menlo Park’s city 
boundary. 

But Menlo Park officials, 
who oppose the high-density 
apartment concept haven't 
quite laid down their arms. 
They acknowledged a major 
defeat suffered Monday night 
when the county planning com- 
mission gave informal but 
strong support to a somewhat 
revised plan presented by Hill- 
park Homes. 

The commission was expect- 
ed to make the decision a for- 
mal one at their regular meet- 
ing this Wednesday. 

With this in prospect, Men- 
lo Park officials are planning 
another presentation oppos- 
ing the apartment plan when 
the Board of Supervisors re- 
considers it on Tuesday, July 
16. 


City Manager John R. John. 
son said at Tuesday night’s city 
council meeting that some con- 
cessions had been obtained by 
the city in a Monday morning 
session with the developers. 

These include: 

—Provision for 40 more park- 
ing spaces on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad right-of-way ease- 
ment which borders the nur- 
sery site. 

—cConstruction of an emerg- 
ency gate for fire district ve- 
hicles for improved access on- 
to the property. 

—A promise that a special 
taxing district would be set up 
within the apartment develop- 
ment to finance urban services. 
These include policing, street 
maintenance and landscape 
maintenance. 

Johnson said that the city 
will urge that the later prom- 
ise be made a part of the 
legal rezoning action if the 
supervisors decide to approve 
the project. 

Councilmen discussed the is- 
sue Tuesday night with mem- 
bers of the Town Hall Associ- 
ation and Felton Gables, Inc. 
The latter is a county-wide tax- 
payer’s group and the latter is 
a homeowner’s organization 
representing the Menlo Park 
subdivision just across the rail- 
road tracks. 

“The Board of Supervisors is 
our only hope,” said Mayor 
William R. Lawson, “and I’m 
not too hopeful about that.” 

The mayor noted that Wil- 
liam Cusack, spokesman for 
Hillpark Homes, had said the 
firm would go for total devel- 
opment of 319 apartments on 
the tree-studded 9.1 acre site 
if the present plan, involving 
223 garden apartments, is turn- 
ed down. Present zoning would 
allow the 319 apartments to bo 
built. 

“I believe this is only a 
threat,” said Admiral Ran- 
som Davis of Town Hall. 
“That kind of development 
couldn’t be marketed.” 

Councilmen were inclined, 
however, to think that neither 
the county commission or su- 
pervisors would attempt to find 
out if Cusack meant what he 
said about the 319-apartment 
development. 

“The commission is con- 
vinced that this is the best way 
in which the land can be de- 
veloped,” Lawson said. 

Stuart Hutchins of the Fel- 
ton Gables group thanked the 
Mayor and council “on behalf 
of the city and its residents” 
for their effort to date.

An Expert's Plan 


To Finance Education 


A Stanford expert’s suggestion to use a sliding scale of 
tax credits to help finance higher education has much 
merit in our view. 


According to Roger Freeman, senior staff member at 
the Hoover Institution, colleges and universities could boost 
their tuition revenue by as much as $500 million annually 
under the plan without imposing undue burdens on parents 
of college students. 


Freeman suggests parents receive a 100 per cent tax 
credit on the first $1UU college tuition and tees paid tor 
their children. ‘(hey would deduct this amount trom their 
final tax bill. Parents would receive a 4U per cent credit 
on tuition and tees paid between $100 and $000 and a 20 
per cent credit on payments between $500 and $1500. 
Thus, the maximum credit any tamuy could receive would 
be $420 per student. 


Freeman points out that under his plan no church- 
state issue could arise, that the “tederal control” argument 
would evaporate because existing relationships in higher 
education would be lett undisturbed. 

Kecently, Senator Hubert Humphrey (D., Minn.) in- 
troduced a bill along the general lines suggested by Free- 
man, stating that “the sliding tax credit scnedule provides 
a senisible and workable system ot tederal assistance that 
helps every student, indirectly helps both public and private 
institutions, and does so in a manner that in no way inter- 
feres with individual or institutional freedom or poucies.” 


We heartily share his hope that the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration will consider seriously requesting such legislation 
from the Congress.

But Must Be Preserved: 


Summer time is a great time tor relaxation. And while 
relaxing, it does no harm to contemplate some of the ad- 
vantages ot living in this area. 


~~ We all know what the main attraction is: Climate. It's 
the basic reason many of us or our parents chose to move 
here, it has attracted industry which provides the payrolls 
so we can stay here, and it allows us more time out ot doors 
than is possipie in most places in the world. 


There are cultural advantages, too. Within 30 miles, 
there are several colleges and universities, an opera house, 
several symphony orchestras, theaters, sports arenas and 
scores ot other attractions. 


Then, there’s the scenery. We are all pleased to con- 
template the wooded hills which form a backdrop for the 
residential areas ot the Peninsula, and we all also enjoy 
an occasional drive of just a few minutes duration, which 
takes us out of sight and sound of suburbia. 


The scenery, of course, is the most vulnerable of the 
attractions of the area and the most likely soon to become 
less attractive or in shorter supply. ‘This is in the nature of 
things, because as more people move to the area — prompted 
by the same considerations which brought present resi- 
dents — they'll have to build houses somewhere, work in 
shops and plants situated somewhere, and indulge in cul- 
tural and leisure activities somewhere. “Vacant” land is 
the stuff scenery is made of and it’s the only land available 
for such new developments. 


It is heartening to notice, therefore, that the govern- 
ments of San Mateo county and the city of Menlo Park are 
continuing to show great concern in land development and 
use. It is also heartening to contemplate the fact that the 
county is willing to budget money for the purchase of tracts 
of public land—the recent purchase of Coyote Point is a 
good example. 


If future generations are to enjoy the scenic advantages 
which we do now, the policy of buying and preserving some 
scenic areas, and restricting the type of development allow- 
ed on others, will have to continue. 

It’s expensive, but there’s no other way it can be done. 


Plight of Pedestrian 
Becoming Critical 


In a recent issue of The New Yorker was a disquisition 
on the plight of the pedestrian, in which we noted the fol- 
lowing: 


“More and more, our roads are being built without 
any lanes for pedestrians, even village streets often have no 
sidewalks. The blight has invaded suburbia. And now, in 
the city, you must wait for the lights, and even then, the 
turning cars toot their horns at you and wave you back. ...” 


Does this sound alarmingly like many spots in Menlo 
Park and surrounding area? We think it does. 

The constant gobbling up of more and more land by 
automobiles — with its all too frequent lack of consideration 
for pedestrian activities — should be of prime concern to 


all of us. 


The voracious cult of the automobile is an animal to be 
leashed with sound planning — and an educational program 
that will put human feet into our meaningful vocabulary 
once again. 

Such, it is hoped, will help stem the tide that adversely 
affects public transportation, park and recreation facilities, 
and the more effective enjoyment of our California country- 
side.

The major elements in the 
Governor’s tax revision pro- 
gram were putting the personal 
income tax on a withholding 
basis, eliminating this tax on 
the lowest incomes, revising 
the bank and corporation tax 
to make payments current, and 
changing the insurance com- 
pany tax for the same purpose 

As originally introduced, 
these and some minor modifi 
cations in other taxes, would 
have increased estimated rev- 
enues by $160 million in this 
fiscal year, $150 million in the 
following. 

The bills embodying this pro- 
gram successfully survived As- 
sembly action, and came out of 
Senate committees without 
much damage. However, when

the lead-off bill on bank and 
corporation taxes failed to get 
the needed two-thirds vote on 
the Senate floor on a second 
try, the remainder of the pro- 
eram was abandoned. 

As an immediate result, 
the budget bill, the total of 
which was still close to the 
$3.25 billion originally re- 
quested, was cut back sub- 
stantially, to $3.14 billion. 

Independently, but still link- 
ed to the fiscal situation, the 
school support bill passed the 
two houses in different ver- 
sions. It died when the Assem- 
bly rejected the Senate draft. 

With this history fresh in 
our minds, we are now consid- 
ering possible solutions for the 
problems in these three areas. 
Bills relating to all of them 
have been introduced. Others 
are still being dropped in the 


hopper. The appropriate com- 
mitees will have no easy task 
in weighing the various altern- 
atives and arriving at quick an- 
swers. 

The compromise tax bills 
suggested by Senate Republi- 
cans on the closing day of the 
regular session will have an 
incluence on the outcome. Re- 
introduction of tht Senate ver- 
sion of the school support bill, 
with its use of class sizes and 
teache: salaries in the formula 
for allocation of funds to 
school districts, will also affect 
the result on that matter. 

Observers have pointed 
out that the action of the 

Governor, in slashing an ad- 

ditional $9.4 million in indi- 

vidual items from the budget 

befare signing it, will have a 

powerful effect on legislation 

which is finally enacted at 


this session. 


They direct attention to two 


facts. First, the special session 
was called to convene before 
the end of the bill-signing per- 
iod for the regular session on 
July 26. Unsigned bills can 
therefore still be used to co- 
erce votes in our current meet- 
ing. Second, is the fact that 18 
of the 20 items cut by guber- 
natorial action relate to pro- 
jects located in districts of 
Senators or Assemblymen who 
voted in opposition to the de- 
feated tax bill. 


Only one thing about this 


current session is certain right 
now. It will provide a climax 
to one of the most unusual leg- 
islative years California has ex- 
perienced in a_ generation. 
People all over the state will 
be interested and concerned 
by our accomplishments. 


School Proposal Rapped 


A proposed special study of 
the south San Mateo County 
seshool district unification 
problem appears down the 
drain this week. 

Advanced by the Woodside 
and Portola Valley Elementary 
School Boards, the proposal 
suggests that the consulting 
firm of Booz, Allen and Ham- 
ilton be retained to undertake 
a limited study of a four-dist 
rict unification plan (Configu- 
ration LC). The latter would 
include proposed  Searsville, 
Menlo Park-Ravenswood, Red- 
wood City, and Carlmont Dist- 
ricts. 

The San Carlos, Las Lomitas, 
and Ravenswood School Boards 
don’t favor the study. Menlo 
Park school trustees concurred 
with the plan, provided other 
qualified consulting firms are 
considered and the other school 
districts go along with the pro- 
posal. 

Proponents of the study rea- 
son that it should=strengthen 
the four-district proposal next 
September, when a vote is 
scheduled on Configuration D 
(a proposal that would create 
two unified districts, Carlmont 
Unified District and one uni- 
fied district of the remaining 
area in the Sequoia High 
School District.) 

“Since members of the 
Redwood City, Menio Park, 
Ravenswood, Las Lomitas, 
Portola Valley and Woodside 
Districts have publicly spok- 
en in favor of the four dist- 
rict unification plan, and 
since it can be assumed that 


Belmont and San Carlos are 
also in favor (since either 
plan creates a separate uni- 
fied district for their area); 
then the following is offered 
as a means of achieving an 
end which is seemingly de- 
sired by all the elementary 
boards,” the Woodside-Por- 
tola Valley proposal reads. 

“Tt would also appear that 
this plan is now viewed favor- 
ably by a fair number of the 
county Committee,’ the com- 
munication continues. ‘So, 
with a little further effort on 
our part, we may win the total 
augmented committee to our 
point of view.” 

The Woodside and Portola 
Valley School Boards said the 
study would likely cover the 
following areas of concern: 

“1. How will the Redwood 
City unified district overcome 
a loss of the one thousand seats 
they now use at San Carlos? 
Surely an equitable formula 
embracing a reasonable span 
of years and a balancing of 
high school enrollments and a 
fair sharing of costs can be de- 
veloped. 

“2. Will ethnic factors be im- 
proved, particularly in the 
Menlo-Ravenswood area under 
either option open to voters? 
In the event unification is vot- 
ed down in this area, but ap- 
proved in all other areas, is a 
two-high-school district com- 
prising the Menlo-Atherton 
and Ravenswood High School 
feasible, and would this im- 
prove the ethnic situation of 
‘the area? 


Converted Dwellings: 
Alto Park Council Views New 
Policy Regarding Churches 


Single-family homes used by 
churches should be restored 
—at the expense of the church 
—to residential usefulness once 
the church has moved out, the 
Alto Park Community Council 
declared last week. 

The unofficial East Palo Alto 
planning body, concerned with 
the number of houses now be- 
ing used by small churches, 
asked the planning commission 
to consider requiring the spon- 
soring church groups to post 
a bond for this purpose when 
they apply for a permit to use 
a residence for services. 

The bond requirement 
might have two results—put- 
ting a house back into prop- 
er appearance with lawn re- 
placing parking areas, and 
discouraging the start of too 
many churches of the same 
denomination in adjacent 
areas, the council indicated. 

Councilman Marvin Glasner 
dissented. He held out for a 
request that the county do a 
complete review of its policy 
on church uses in residences. 

Council members also voted 
support of a county proposal 
to begin study of street width 
lines for major East Palo Aito 

“grid” roadways. 

They agreed that interior 
streets should not have plan 
lines set at present. This is al- 
so the current thinking of 
planning staff members. 

Mrs. Alice Partanen, Coun- 
cil secretary, noted that set 
ting plan lines for the ma- 
jor streets would allow prop- 
erty owners to know just how 
much land they will have left 
to develop should they de- 
cide to open up interior lots 
with new roads or cul-de-sacs. 

Under consideration by the 
county are plan lines for Pul- 
gas, Weeks, Garden, Clarke 
and Runnymede streets. 


The planning commission 
has set a hearing for Aug. 14 
on the setback proposals. 

A report was made by Doug- 
las Welch and Mrs.Eula Brown, 
council members, on meetings 
called by the Belle Haven Im- 
provement Assn. with Menlo 
Park and Sheriff’s office law 
enforcement officers 

The Belle Haven group, 
Welch said, has been asked 
to form a committee and re- 
vive study of the police dist- 
rict system of solving polic- 
ing problems. 

Mrs. Brown said that some 
area residents decried what 
they feel is a lack of policing 
attention in the area. The feel- 
ing of the audience was that, 
if tha same problems occurred 
in another area, police officials 
would do more about them. 

The Alto Park group also: 
—Heard Mrs. Mildred Lar- 

son describe plans for her 
apartment project on Weeks 
Street, including her state 
ment that it will be landscap- 
ed and include eight trees now 
on the property. The 11-apart- 
ment building is being design- 
ed by a well-known architect, 
she said. Council members 
said they liked the looks of 
the plans. 

—Also heard Mrs. Larson 
ask that the proper persons 
be contacted to get some 
cleanup work done at the 
American Legion Hall, Uni- 
versity Avenue and Cooley 
Avenue. 

—Agreed that authorities 
should be contacted to find 
out if street cleanup, specifi- 
cally in the Bayshore Park 
area, could be accelerated. 
Mrs. Brown made the request. 

—Heard Mrs. Brown report 
on the growing success of Com- 
munity House, the inter-racial 
center for community activi- 
ties, 


“3. Since Woodside High 
School is located on Redwood 
City-Las Lomitas boundaries, 
should home boundary revision 
be considered in this locale to 
avoid troublesome attendance 
problems? For example: should 
Woodside Heights be in the 
Redwood City district since it 
is so close to Woodside High 
or should it be part of the 
Searsville district since it now 
is in the Las Lomitas area?” 

The Woodside and Portola 

Valley trustees feel that sat- 

isfactory solutions to these 

or other similar problems 
will go a long way toward 
winning support from all or 

a good part of the County 

Committee. 

“While these problems are 
not monumental, they do, none 
the less, demand some time 
consuming study before fair 
solutions are likely to appear,” 
their letter reads. 

“School adminisrators and 
transportation people will have 
to be consulted. The Negro 
community should be asked to 
comment upon Configuration 
LC as it relates to the ethnic 
problem. Other minority 
groups and the rights of the 
white majority can be taken 
into account, and if all seem 
reasonably satisfied, this will

County's Assessed Value Tops 
Billion Dollars For 63-64

County assessments for the 
fiscal year which started July 
1 topped the billion-dollar 
figure for the first time in his- 
tory, County Assessor Ralph E. 
Woodman disclosed today. 

The grand total was $1,006,- 
912,042, excluding the public 
utilities roll, which will be set 
by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion. 

The total, however, in- 
cludes $49,360,153 in exemp- 
tieus for churches and veter- 
ans, among others. 


Woodman said appraisers 
had covered every section of 
the county in the past year. 

Particular attention was paid 
to areas where sales had indi- 
cated a marked increase of mar- 
ket values. However, new con- 
struction was the major contri- 
bution to the overall boost. 

The secured roll showed an 
increase of $34,788,934 (5.3 
per cent) in the incorporated 
cities for a total of $691,- 
541,405. z 

The boost in the unincorpo- 
rated area was $9,330,502 (5.7 
per cent) to $127,194,516, mak- 
ing the total county secured 
roll $818,735,921. 

The unsecured roll increased 
$10,389,225 to a total of $97,- 
690,921. After adding the fig- 
ures for in lieu assessments 
and solvents, the grand total 
comes to $1,006,912,042. 

Pacifica led the cities in 
percentage of increase with 

13 per cent, but San Mateo 

led in dollar volume with 

$7,022,061. 

Atherton was low in percent- 
age increases with 1.43 per 


cent, while Colma had. only a 


$23,500 gain in volume. 

Menlo Park’s increase was 
4.72 per cent. The 1932-63 net 
total of $51,951,771 climbed 
$2,453,404 to $54,405,175. The 
new total was seventh in dol- 
ar volume among the 17 in- 
corporated cities. 

However, the city was 13th 
insofar as percentage of assess- 
ed value increase was concern- 


ed. 


Woodside growth resulted in 


a 5.24 per cent increase. Dollar 
value went from $14,800,500 to 
$15,575,955 — a difference of 
$775,455. 


Atherton’s dollar value 
growth was $413,955. Total 
assessed value this fiscal year 
is $29,384,325 as compared to 
$28,970,370 in 1962-63. 


Despite an overall increase in 


assessments, the county isn’t 
expected to improve its position 
in State Board of Equalization 
comparisons—which affect the 
tax rate. 


The state asserts that the 


county is “underassessed”. 
That is, assessments don’t total 
as high as they should as com- 
pared to actual market value— 
as seen by the State Board of 
Equalization. 


This year, the state ratio 


was 23.8 per cent of market 
value. If this holds for the next 
year, the county will lose 
ground rather than gain, Wood- 
man said. San Mateo County’s 
ratio last year was 21.4 per 
cent. It will drop to 21.2 per 
cent this year. 


Woodman predicted that if 
the state ratio value remains 
the same as last year, county 
taxpayers will be subject to 
the same special school equi- 
lization tax of about 11 cents 
levied in 1962-63. 

The public utility roll as 


established last year by the 
State Board of Equalization 
was $77,197,680, an increase of 
only two per cent over the pre- 
vious year. 


By comparison, state board 


officials forecast an overall in- 
crease of 6.5 per cent for the 
state. The trend of the board 
has been to keep utilities as- 
sessments at a slower rate of 
increase than the public roll.

tomobile, adult trapped under 
his automobile, and a finger 
caught in a cake mixer. There 
are many other cases which are 
serviced by the fire depart- 
ment. 

Most of the time the emer- 
gency squad trucks will ac- 
company a fire truck during 
an alarm, since many times 
accidents accompany fires. 

When loaded the brightly 
colored truck weighs 10 tons. 
Its numerous compartments 
are empty right now, but it will 
soon be equipped with more 
than 300 pieces of apparatus. 
The individual pieces of equip- 
ment will be categorized, then 


stored in a space along with || 
‘similar equipment. 


Already placed on the truck 
is a 15,000-gallon tank, two 
kinds of hoses, and a weaved 
metal basket, used in rescue 
operations. 

A similar basket was used 
last year to rescue a man who 
nau talien off the Dumbarton 
Bridge. Rescue workers lower- 


ed the basket and themselves || 


to the man who was stuck in 
the bay mud. They pulled the 
victim out and raised him to 
safety in the basket. 

Power tools on the emergen- 
ev truck are run by a gasoline || 
operated generator. This power 
equipment 
saw. 

One compartment will be us- 
ed to store jacks, crowbars ,and 
an assortment of odd shaped 
tools used to pry, pull, and 
push. Standard equipment on 
both fire and emergency trucks 
is a pike pole; a long handled 
wooden pole with metal spear 
tip and can opener device used 
for breaking open high or un- 
accessable places. 

Also waiting to be placed on 
the squad addition are wire 
cutters, able o cut through 
20,000-volt lines, acetylene 
torches, and first-aid kits. Re- 
suscitators are kept on the fire

1 C. each pineapple, 
grapefruit juice 
1% C. Sherry 
3 Jiggers brandy 
3 Tb. cherry juice. 
* * * 
MEAT BALLS (Serves 8) 
1 Ib. ground beef 
(ground 2-3 times) 
1 egg (beaten) 
1 small onion 
% C., Parsley 
% C. celery leaves 
1 tsp. salt 
% tsp. pepper 
Dash of allspice 
1 C. milk 
1 C. bread crumbs or 4 
Holland rusks crushed 

Fry onion, celery and pars- 
ley briefly in butter before add- 
ing to above ingredients; mix 
thoroughly with a two pronged 
fork. Shape into 40 to 42 small 
balls (using heaping tsp. of 
mix per ball). 

Brown lightly in butter and 
oil (using skillet from onion 
browning), not too many at a 
time (so they can be turned 
easily). As meat balls are 
browned, transfer to a heavy 
saucepan or large casserole. 

Sauce: Into fat remaining in 
skillet add 3 Tb. flour and stir, 
add 2 C. water and 1 C. claret 
or Burgundy wine (or use 3 C. 
water). Add 1-2 bouillon cubes, 
cook and stir until smooth. 
Taste and season if necessary. 

Pour this thin sauce over 
meat balls and set aside until 
¥% hour before serving time. 
Reheat thoroughly on top of 
stove. (Improved flavor when 
made up day or two earlier.) 

Serve with minute rice, 
noodles or mashed potatoes 
(instant). 

CHEESE ROLL 

% Ib. cheddar cheese 

Y% Ib. Roquefort cheese 

% lb. Monterey Jack cheese 

% Ib. cream cheese 

1 tsp. Worcesterchire 
sauce 
Dash of tabasco. 

Grind all together and mix 
well, make a roll and roll in 
chopped nuts (walnuts, pea- 
nuts, etc.). Let stand in refrig- 
erator until firm; remove and 
roll again in nuts. Then re- 
turn to refrigerator (serves 40 
people when doubled, or 80-100 
people when 1 lb. each cheese 
is used).

Wash and string celery, cut 
in 2 inch pieces.

Drain celery; place in shal- 
low dish and pour over celery 
your favorite French herb or 
Italian style dressing. Refriger- 
ate, cover until chilled. Ar- 
range servings on shredded let- 
tuce. Garnish with pimiento 
strips. 

PICKLED ZUCCHINI 
(Antipasto Style) 

Use 1 pt. screw top jar. 
Wash and trim 3-4 zucchini, cut 
crosswise into % inch slices. 
Heat 3 Tb. olive oil in skillet; 
add zucchini and cook clowly 
until brown; drain in absorbent 
paper. Cool and place in jar. 

Meantime combine the fol- 
lowing: 

2 Tb. olive oil 

2 cloves garlic (quartered) 
% tsp. oregano 

Y% tsp. salt 

1 bay leaf 

Pour over zucchini and cover 
with wine vinegar. Screw top on 
jar and store in par in refrig- 
erator at least 24 hours. Serve 
cold. 


GRAHAM CRACKER 
PUDDING 

Roll 20 graham crackers into 
crumbles. Mix with melted 
butter. 

Custard: 

2 eggs separated 
1 C. sugar: % white, %2 
brown, or 142 brown 
% cube butter 
3 Tb. flour 
2 C. milk 
Vanilla 

Cream butter, sugar, and 
flour. Add beaten egg yolks 
and milk. Cook clowly until 
thick. Remove from fire, cool, 
add vanilla. 

Line pan with crumbs. Pour 
in cooled custard mixture and 
top with stiffly beaten egg 
whites to which sugar and 
vanilla have been aded. Cover 
with the rest of the graham 
cracker crumbs and store in 
refrigerator about 12 hours. 
Serve with a dash of whipped 


cream on each square. 
CHERRY CHEESE CAKE 
1% C. graham cracker 
crumbs 
2 Tb. sugar 
6 Tb. melted butter 
Cinnamon 
1 large pkg. Philadelphia 
cream cheese 
% C. powdered sugar 
1 C. pastry cream 

Y% tsp. almond flavoring 

Add the Tb. sugar, melted 
butter, and cinnamon to the 
graham cracker crumbs and 
line a pyrex dish. 

Cream the cheese (an elec- 
tric mixer is good for this). 
Add powdered sugar and whip- 
ped cream. Flavor with % tsp. 
vanilla. Pour into dish lined 
with the graham _ cracker 
crumbs and top with 1 can 
cherry pie filling to which has 
been added the almond flavor- 
ing. Refrigerate at least four 
hours before serving.

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Del Sarto: ‘Warren Spahn’ 
Of Sunday Baseball Circle

To meet Tom Del Sarto is to 
like him immediately. To bat 
against him is another story. 

If there was a throne for 

the best semi-professional 

pitcher in Northern Califor- 
nia, Del Sarto would be sit- 
ting on it. In 14 years of 

“Sunday pitching”, excluding 

four pretty-fair seasons in 

the pro ranks, Tom has log- 
ged in the neighborhood of 

360 victories. 

In the last two years, he has 
been unbeaten in 19 league 
games with Ellis Brooks, the 
San Francisco semi-pro champ- 
ions. Overall, the left-hander is 
28-2 with Ellis Brooks, having 
dropped 2-1 and 3-2 games, the 
latter in 13 innings. 

Tom’s best season for total 
wins came with the Palo Alto 
Oaks in 1958, where he record- 
ed a 29-4 record. Local sports- 
writers have penned him the 
“Warren Spahn of the semi- 
pro’s.” 

Del Sarto was 13-years-old 
when he worked his first semi- 
pro contest, in the old Las Lo- 
mitas League at Nealon Park. 
He has lived in Menlo Park all 
his life, presently residing at 
298 Stanford Ave. 

Tom is more scientific now 
in his pitching, then in his 
teens and early 20’s, when he 
used to try and buzz the ball 
past enemy batters. 

“My control’s a lot better 
now than when it was when I 
was younger,” Del Sarto said. 
“This is because I’m concen- 
trating on getting the ball over. 

“T have four or five differ- 
ent speeds on my fast balls and 
curves. Control and changing 
speeds are the secrets of pitch- 
ing. Take Spahn. He seldom 
puts a pitch down the pipe 
(middle of the plate).” 

Tom began making headlines 
while at Sequoia High School. 
He was AIl-SPAL in each of 
his four years, and had a 140 
mark his sophomore season. 

That year he was chosen to 
play in the annual Hearst 


‘paseball. 


semi-pro game at the Polo 

Grounds in New York. At 

the age of 16, Del Sarto is 

one of the youngest players 
ever to play in the classic. 

Tom vividly recalls how Joe 

DiMaggio put his arm around 

his shoulder. 

Tom signed with the San 
Francisco Seals soon after 
graduating from Sequoia. Yak- 
ima of the now defunct Class 
A Western International Lea- 
gue was his first stop and 
where he ended his dissatisfied 
affiliation with the Seals in 
1954. 

In 1950, Tom won his last 
eight straight for a 9-7 mark, 
followed by a 10-12 record the 
next season. 

Misfortune clouded what 
proved to be Tom’s big chance 
in 1953. He had won nine in 
a row with Yakima and had 
more confidence in his mound 
ability than ever before. 

“The Seals wanted me as in- 
juries had left them short of 
pitchers. But they had just 
brought up two players and 
Yakima wasn’t going to let me 
go. 

“The Yakima management 
told the Seals that they 
would walk out with the fran- 
chise if the Seals tried to 
bring me up,” declared Del 
Sarto. 

Disgusted, Tom finished out 
the year at Yakima, managing 
a 17-10 record despite a late 
season slump. Tom got his un- 
conditional release the next 
season. 

“You know confidence means 
the world to a pitcher,” Del 
Sarto emphasized. “I never felt 
the same after 1953.” 

“Pro scouts tell me if I pit- 
ched then like I do now, I 
wouldn’t have any trouble in 
But, you need that 
confidence to win.” 

Tom credits his success with 
Ellis Brooks to “Lovey”, his 
very attractive wife and two 
jobs, which keep him busy. 

“I’m always on my feet, so 
staying in condition isn’t 
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ALL STAR...

Tom had car trouble and 
didn’t get to this year’s champ- 
ionship winter game with Gino 
‘Benedetti’s, until the latter 
had built up a 7-1 lead in the 
first inning. They were still at 
bat when Tom was rushed in. 
Del Sarto put out the fire and 
Ellis Brooks came back for an 
87 victory and the league pen- 
nant. 

Del Sarto is recuperating 
from a recent operation, 
which will keep him out of 
action until later this month. 
He has no plans to retire, but 
as a family man, realizes the 
importance of safety. 

“It’s easy to break a leg or 
catch a line drive coming back 
at the mound,” Del Sarto point- 
ed out. “Then who’s going to 

feed the family? 

“You've really got to be care- 
ful in this type of ball,” he 
warned.

Professor Robert  Loper, 
formerly of Portola Valley, 
will be among four people 
chosen to direct productions at 
the 1963 Oregon Shakespear- 
ean Festival in Ashland, Ore- 
gon. Loper, 38, will be direct- 
ing “Romeo and Juliet,” one 
of the best known tragedies 
written by William Shakes- 
peare. 

Loper, who conducts classes 
in playwriting and Elizabethan 
Drama at Stanford University, 
is a native of Olathe Colo. 
He received his B.A. degree 
in 1948 and his M.A. degree in 
1951 from University of Colo- 
rado. 

He earned his Ph.D. at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, England in 1953, 
then returned to the United 
States to do radio work in Dur- 
ango, Colo., and Tacoma, Wash. 

In 1953 Loper came to Stan- 
ford, and this year became a 
full time professor. 

The festival director is a 
member of Phi Beta Kappa, 


scholarship honor fraternity, 
and was a Fullbright Fellow- 
‘ship winner at Stratford-on- 
Avon. 

Loper resides at 834 Esplan- 
ada, Stanford University.

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Public Angling Project Opens at Greyhound Rock : 
Excellent Site for Surf, Rock Fishing, Abalone 


Another public angling ac- 
cess project on the central Cal- 
ifornia coast will be formally 
dedicated at 2 p.m. Saturday, 
July 13. 

The site is at Greyhound 
Rock, off Highway 1, two 
miles south of the San Mateo- 

Santa Cruz County line or 
some 20 miles north of the 
city of Santa Cruz. 

The recently completed pro- 
ject, including an access road 
parking area, walkways to the 
beach and sanitary facilities, 
offers permanent public access 
to 14% miles of ocean frontage. 

The area is considered excel- 
lent for surf fishing, rock fish- 
ing, and abalone picking. 

Purchased and developed 
with $54,600 allocated by Cal- 
ifornia’s Wildlife Conserva- 
tion Board, the project’s fa- 
cilities were constructed un- 


der contract by the County 
of Santa Cruz. 

At Saturday’s dedication cer- 
emonies the WCB will turn the 
Greyhound Rock site and facil- 
ities over to Santa Cruz Coun- 
ty for operation, maintenance, 
and free public use.

CLAM DIGGERS 

A recent rash of clam dig- 
ging violations brought a De- 
partment of Fish and Game 
warning that persons taking 
clams and other shellfish must 
have a fishing license and must 
observe bag and size-limit reg- 
ulations. 

DFG wardens have cited 
nine clam diggers in the past 


few days at Memorial State 
Beach Park in Alameda. A- 
mong them, the nine violators 
had a total of 3,728 littleneck 
clams, or 3,278 over the legal 
limit of 50 clams apiece. 
Also involved were charg- 
es of taking clams without 
an angling license, and of 
taking littleneck clams less 
than the 14-inch minimum 


size limit. 
Five of the violators have al- 
ready appeared in Alameda 


Municipal Court where they 
lost their overlimits of clams 
and paid fines to boot. These 
five cases also involved 74 un- 
dersize clams and two cases of 
taking clams without a license. 

All of the clams seized from 
the convicted violators were 
given to Alameda County Ju- 
venile Hall. 

Inland fishing without a 1i- 


cense topped all fish and game 
court cases prosecuted in Cal- 
ifornia’s central coast counties 
during the month of June, re- 
ports the Department of Fish 
and Game’s San Francisco re- 
gional office. 

All told, regional DFG war- 
dens processed 257 cases 
through the courts during 
June, getting convictions in 
all but one. The results were 
$7,178.50 paid in fines, with 
probationary suspension of 
$660 in additional fines and 
300 jail days. 

Inland fishing violations ac- 
counted for 146 of the total 
cases and $2,620 in fines. Of 
these, 62 were ‘no license’ vio- 
lations that drew $1,180 in 
fines. 

There were 74 cases involv- 
ing shellfish and clams, result- 
ing in $2,671 in fines.

. for Sunday-outing sandwiches!) 
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Lantanas, those once lowly 
shrubs of California gardens, 
have undergone some remark- 
able changes in recent years. 
And if you haven’t looked at 
them lately, it’s time you did. 

Hybridists have done won- 
ders with this shrub, upgrad- 
ing the quality of bloom 
without reducing the inher- 
ent ability to withstand heat, 
drought and unfriendly soil 
conditions. They have given 
us plants that are pertectly 
adapted to California’s cli- 
mate—in bloom most of the 
year, tolerant of our long, 
dry summers and easy to live 

with. 

Most talked about of the new 
lantanas are those which evolv- 
ed through crossing the trail- 
ing lavender variety, Lantana 
sellowiana, with the shrubbier 
Lantana camara. First of the 
new breed offered some time 
back was the variety Goldrush. 
It proved the most popular new 
lantana to come along in years. 

Today, however, the Gold- 
rush is not alone in the sought 
after newer types, for countless 
new brothers and sisters have 
arrived to steal the show. They 
carry such fetching names as 
Confetti, Pink Frolic, Sunburst 
and Tangerine, and their colors 
run the gamut. Confetti com- 
bines yellow, pink and purple. 
Pink Frolic is pink and yellow. 
Sunburst is a bright yellow, and 


Tangerine is colored as the 
name suggests. The plants are 
literally smothered with blooms 
during the warm months and 
scattered liberally with them 
during much of the remaining 
months. The foliage is a deep 
green background to the gaily 
colored blooms. 

In growth habit, these 
newer lantanas are spread- 
ing, but not trailing; bushy 
enough for the foundation 
planting, but pliable enough 
to hang over the edge of a 
retaining wall. We’ve seen 
them in containers, too, fill- 
ing a large redwood tub and 
overflowing in an umbrella 
of color. You won’t find 
enough nice things to say 
about them after you’ve 
grown them for a while. 


Let’s not dwell entirely on 
the new spreading lantana, 
however, for that would do in- 
justice to the camara varities, 
which give us bushier, taller 
frameworks on which to hang 
the multi-colored lantana 
blooms. 

Camara or bush lantanas are 
basically tall shrubs of five or 
six feet—even more. Here 
again the hybridist has taken 
over, creating camara varieties 
which are quite compact in 
their growth. They are clean- 
looking shrubs, with deep 
green foliage and free-flower- 
ing habits. 


Trees Give Beauty All Year 
As Vivid Garden Backgrounds 


As backgrounds for a garden 
setting, certain trees are out- 
standing. In the texture of 
their foliage, the framework of 
their branches and the pattern 
of their growth, they offer 
beauty and interest the year 
around. 


Though some use can be 
made of them for screens and 
windbreaks, background trees 
are primarily just for looks. 
We care not if they cast much 
shade, but are more concerned 
with the way their silhouettes 
show up against the fading 
light of a summer evening. If 
they bloom, all the better, but 
this is not as important as the 
way they look during the other 
11 months of the year when 
they are not in bloom. 

We offer an example 
which is too large for many 
town gardens, but which his- 
torically has been a tree of 
beauty when viewed from a 
distance. This is the stately 
Lombardy Poplar, an inspir- 
ing column of shimmering 
green in summer and an im- 
pressive sight even in winter 
when its erect framework is 
barren of leaves. 

A single poplar at the rear 
of a large garden provides in- 
terest, and a row of them at 
the property line is a friendly 
sight, indeed. Their root sys- 
tems encroach on neighboring 
plants, however, which makes 
them difficult in small city gar- 
dens. Reserve them for coun- 
try places, where they can be 
used to line a roadway, or 
otherwise define a line in the 
landscape. Or try them in out- 
of-the-way corners of a large 
city lot. They are also effective 
on the west downslope of a 
deep hillside lot, where their 
tall growth provides respite 
from an afternoon glare. 

The eucalyptus family pro- 
vides several good background 
trees—both for small lots and 
for estate size landscapes. In 
city gardens, the Red Iron Bark 
variety makes an eye-catching 


contributions, as a specimen 
tree for a rear corner or in a 
row down the backside of the 
lot. Its leaves are narrow and 
pointed, hanging loosely and 
gracefully i na lacy pattern 
against which clusters of pink 
bloom appear in spring and 
summer. A columnar tree, it 
grows to 35 or 40 feet high with 
a spread of no more than eight 
or ten feet. The bark splits 
open to reveal red or coral 
underlayers. 

A tree that has given gener- 
ations of Californians pleasure 
to view from a distance is the 
Queen Palm with its towering 
pole-like trunk and feather- 
duster top of green. 

In small gardens, a group 
of two or three Queen Palms 
makes a_ nice silhouette 
against the sky. In larger 
gardens a row of them can 
be used to mark the rear 
boundary line, and in country 
places, they can be used to 
line a roadway, providing a 
landmark that you can see 
from great distances as you 
approach. They need little 
root space, so are ideally 
suited to cramped quarters, 
and if you object to the bare 
look of the trunk from close 
up, try plantings a low-grow- 
ing palm such as the Pindo 
Palm as a companion to the 
Queen Palm. 

There are many other trees 
to use as backgrounds. Conifers 
such as Monterey Pine or Ital- 
ian Stone Pine with their 
spreading branches are good 
choices. The Maidenhair Tree, 
especially the variety Autumn 
Gold, is a tree of interest 
throughout the year, particu- 
larly in fall when it turns vivid 
yellow before dropping its 
leaves. You can play it by ear 
in selecting your background 
trees. Just remember that 
you’re looking for interesting 
growth patterns and graceful 
carriage rather than shade or 
other practical assets.
